Georgta. Dr..Phillips quotes “a recent. 
writer’ as follows: ‘Like its compeers 
of Michigan and Indiana, it (the Univer- 
aity of Wisconsin) had to repel] the at- 
tacks of the denominational colleges, 
seeking to seize and divide fts funds, 
etc.”” There have been no such attacks 
upon the state university in Georgia by 
denominational colleges ow their friends. 
The University of Georgia has greatly 
served the state, but if that service has 
not been ag great as it might have deen, 
if advice be needed now as to the best 
‘method for the amelioration of her con- 
dition from an ex-professor who well 
‘knows her condition, let no indictment 
be brought against the denominational 
‘colleges which, without state bounty and 
| indeed in epite of a burdensome tax, have 
tremselves renderad considerable servica 
to the state. All the blows that have 
every been struck in Georgia by the 
frierds of denominational] colleges have 
been self-defensive. 

Is Dr, Phillips aware that thera are 
thirty-three states with more liberal laws 
‘as to the exemption of collexe endow- 
ments from taxation than those on the 
Statute books of Georgia? Have the 
policies of these states hampered thefr 
OWn institutions of higher learning? 
There are a number of great state unt- 
| Versitieg in states where every encour- 
agement has been given to the churches 
to establish and endow Ifiberally Institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

It ig a question whether the taxation 
of college endowments in Georgta since 
|1877 has not done the university more 
‘harm than the institutions from the 
| scanty treasuries of which the state has 
extracted this tariff on enlightenment. 
A number of the prorninent alumni of 
the university are advocating a ‘nore 
liberal policy toward the denominational] 
colleges and that fact itself indicates ths 
dawning a ‘better day for the un}- 
versity.

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WALTHOUR IN A RAGE 
QUITS BICYCLE RACE 


Alanla ‘Boy and. Otber Rider 
Alege That Race Is Ko Qe- 
ng Conducted Fi, 


WALTHOUB AND FRIEND 
PUT OUT OF THE GARDER 


Striking Riders Have Been Sus- 
pended—Severe Personal En- 
counters at the Track—State- 

ment in Regard to Mat- 
ter Made by Walthour. . 


New"™0orn, “=“ecember 7.—Angry because 
they believed the race was being unfairly 
conducted and because metheds which 
they aHege to be wrong allowed other 
riders to gain a lap upon them, five teams 
in the six-day race at Madison Square 
Garden quit the race early today. 

The five teams which quit wére Wal- 
thour-Monroe, Bedell brothers, Mayo and 
Newkirk, McLean and Bowler and Butler 
and Moran. All of them were aong the 
best in the contest, and among those 
most heavily backed to win the highest 
prize. 

The trouble was precipitated by the 
most exciting period of riding which the 
race had thus far given, when Root and 
Dorton, followed later by Stol and Van- 
derstuyft, succeeded in gaining a lap on 
their opponents, 

Walthour, who acted as spokesman fo 


the members of those teams relieved each 
other at intervals not allowed by the rules, 
and especially in the case of Stol and 
Vanderstuyft.

Their part- 
ners, then riding, left the track, and all 
ten riders immediately surrounded the 
Officials and demanded that the lost dis- 
tance be restored to them. 

After trying in vein to placate the an- 
gle and sent for P. T. Powers, pro- 
the discussion and heard both sides of ' 
the dispute, he told. Walthour and the 
others that they had no right to leave the 
track as they had done, either by the 
National Cycling Association rules or the 
special contracts which they made with 
the management. He concluded: 

“You can go hack upon the track or 
not. Take your choice.” 

Powers issued a statement in which he 
claimed that the Vanderstuyft-Stol and 
Root-Dorton teams won their lap fairly 
and that the withdra val of the five other 
teems was not justified. 

The Strikers Suspended. 

After a conference between President 
A. G. Batchelder, of the National Cycling 
Association, and R. F. Kelcey, chairman 
of the board of control of the aasoviation, 
Walthour and the nine other ricers -who 
withdrew from the rave were indefinitely 
suspended. The cases will not be dis- 
posed of until the regular annual meet- 
ing of the association in February. Until 
that time they cannot ride on any track 
in the United States.

Walthour, as the spokesman for the 
suspended riders, gave out thelr versions 
of the trouble resulting in their with- 
drawal. He said: 

Root and Dorton gained their lap hon- 
estly. I fave no ground of complaint 
against them and none of-us have. It.is 
entirely against the unjust scoring of Stol 
and Vanderstuyft that we are fighting. 
As a matter of fact they should be a. 
lap behind us instead of one ahead. It 
was this way:

The history of the relation C- 
ulate Conception to the Cathele pay ol 
gins at the Apostolic Age and is more or 
jess indefinite and cloudy up to the recent 
centuries. There has been much controversy 
involving the theories of passive and ac- 
tive conception and many contestants have 
arisen. The dogma rested upon simple faith 
from the Apostolic Age to the twelfth cen- 
tury; from the twelfth to the fourteenth 
4t was rocked to and fro in a storm of 
reasoning; within the last century came con- 
firmation by theological ;Teasoning which 
cleared up the difficulties and harmonized 
doctrines involved. 

On December 8, fitty ears ago, the dogma 
was eolemnly defined by Pope Pius IX, by 
one of the most remarkable ceremonies in 
the history of the world. The present golden 
auniversary will partake more or less of the 
features of the first.

The ceremony of 1854 began at dawn and. 


even at this early hour, St. Peter’s, the largest 
temple to God On earth, was crowded to suf- 
focation. The cardinals and bishops as- 
sembled in the Sistine chapel to the number 
of nearly two hundred, vested in white cope 
and mitre; the penitentiarics of St. Pe- 
ter’e, together with the members of the sec- 
ular clergy in their distinctive habits; the 
flies of soldiers—Swise and Noble Guards; 
prelates, all advanced, chanting a litany, down 
the grand staircase of the palace of the 
Vatican to St. Peter’s. The Holy Father, 
bcrne under a white canopy, closed the pro 
cession. The ceremony about the Papal 
throne was long and solemn. At its end, 
the Pope proonunced with great emotion the 
important dogma, which was followed by 
the booming of cannon from the castle of 
San Angelo and the ringing of church bells all 
cver the Eterna] City. 

While the great central celebration takes 
place in Rome, the occasion will be widely 
obzerved throughout the United States. 

Aside from ite interest to the Catholic 
Church and its general secular character, 
the Jubilee of the Immaculate Conception 
appeals In an historical way to Americans. 
From the moment that Christopher Columbus 
first. conceived the tdea of crossing . the 
‘‘gloomy ocean” in search of a passage to the 
Indies, the protecting mantle of Mary was 
supposed to have been spread over him in 
an especial manner. Whatever faults Colum- 


bus may have had he was a devout Cath- |

South Must Stand Fim Dur- 
ing Depression, 


President Southern Cotton Growers’ 
Protective Association Issues 
Circular Letter to Southern 
Bankers, Merchants and 
Cotton Producers to 
Hold Staple. 


Monticello, Ga., December 7.—(Special.) 
Hon. Harvie Jordan, president of the 
Southern Cototn Growers’ Protective As- 
sociation, on being seen today in refer- 
ence to the recent sharp decline in the 
price of cotton and the outlook, deciared 
that cotton is worth as much today for 
spinning purposes as it was at the begin- 
ning of the season and that all farmers 
should hold their staple for the inevita- 
ble reaction and not be discouraged by 
the present unfavorable state of the 
market. He declared: 

“The only salvation of the south 


at this moment is to stand stead- 
fast together and to absolutely re- 
fuse to market a single bale of cot- 
ton at present prices.

Montgomery, Ala., December 7.—(Spe- 
cia].)—Within the past few days the 
price of cotton has dropped in Montgom- 
ery $10 a bale and there are a number 
Of rather badly feeling men who have 
cotton on hand or who anticipated a long 
period of low prices. The general opinion 
is that the law of supply and demand is 
the cause and that the report of 12,000,- 
C00-bale crop has been the cause of the 
falling in prices. There are few who 
sS2em to believe that there will be any 
rise for some time and it seems that all 
have decided to make the best of the 
big slump in revenw>. 

Growers Store Their Cotton, 

Raleigh, N. C., December 7.—(Special.) 
Some of the best informed cotton men 
ty North Carolina say positively that 
the growers here will hold all of their 
crop they can. They are now prepar- 
ing to store cotton, and can, of course, 
secure advances upon it. A proposition 
is made in one of the leading papers in 
the. state that the cotton growers shail 
unite, put only 20 per cent of thelr crops 
of the market, making a solemn pledge 
to this effect and also pledge themselves 
to reduce acreage next season 20 per 
cent. It is urged that these piedgen 
be filed with the state commissioner 
of agriculture. Some persons have con- 
tended that the farmers will not work 
together and cannot be all gotten in 
line, but that some will try to overreach 
each other. In reply, it is pointed out 
that they did all unite in refusing to use 
cotton bagging made by the trusts and 
s0 put the latter out of business. It Is 
further shown that the North Carolina 
tobacco growers united this year and 
reduced their acreage from 20 to 50 per 
cent in accordance with agreement. The 
farmers think 10 cents per pound is the 
fair and correct price for their cotton 
and the action suggested is in the line 
of obtaining that figure.
